The  Directors  of  the  Girard  College  respectfully  present 
to  Councils  their 

THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT, 

exhibiting  the  present  condition  of  that  institution,  and  its 
progress  during  the  past  year. 

The  blessings  of  health,  peace,  and  contentment  have  been 
vouchsafed  to  the  institution  in  a  remarkable  degree  since 
the  last  Annual  Report.  No  accidents  of  a  serious  nature 
to  life  or  limb  have  occurred  among  the  orphans  committed 
to  its  care,  and  but  one  case  of  sickness  has  terminated  fa¬ 
tally.  This  renewed  manifestation  of  Divine  care  should 
be  the  cause  of  earnest  gratitude  to  the  Supreme  Power 
which  has  thus  so  signally  protected  the  college  and  its 
inmates. 

The  number  of  orphans  who  were  receiving  instruction 
and  maintenance  in  the  institution  at  the  date  of  the  last 
Report  was  three  hundred  and  forty-eight.  Fifty-four  have 
been  admitted  since  that  time ;  thirty-three  have  been  bound 
out ;  the  indentures  of  three  have  been  canceled  by  request 
of  friends;  four  have  been  dismissed;  and  one  has  died. 
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The  number  now  in  the  college  is  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
one.  Of  these,  thirty-seven  are  receiving  instruction  in  the 
first  form  ;  sixty-four  in  the  second  ;  sixty-one  in  the  third ; 
sixty-five  in  the  fourth ;  sixty-seven  in  the  Fifth ;  and  sixty- 
seven  in  the  sixth. 

A  material  alteration,  which  was  deemed  important  to  the 
interests  of  the  institution,  has  been  made  during  the  past 
year  in  the  organization  of  the  department  of  instruction. 
The  division  of  the  pupils  into  principal  and  primary  schools, 
which  has  existed  since  the  opening  of  the  college,  has  been 
set  aside.  Under  the  new  arrangement,  the  pupils  are  di¬ 
vided,  according  to  their  advancement  in  knowledge,  into 
six  Forms ,  numbered  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  and  six, 
from  the  lowest  to  the  highest.  Each  form,  when  full,  con¬ 
sists  of  four  classes,  each  containing  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
pupils,  and  numbered  one,  two,  three,  and  four,  from  the 
lowest  to  the  highest.  The  course  of  study  is  so  arranged, 
and  the  promotion  from  class  to  class  and  from  form  to  form 
so  made,  that  pupils  of  fair  capacity  beginning  with  the 
alphabet,  in  the  first  class  of  the  first  form,  will  be  able  to 
pass  through  all  the  forms  and  complete  the  course  of  study 
in  eight  years.  The  first  form,  which  at  present  consists 
of  only  two  classes,  is  under  the  instruction  of  Emily 
Brown,  and  occupies  one  of  the  school  rooms  in  the  building 
known  as  No.  5.  The  classes  of  the  second  form  receive 
instruction  from  Annie  L.  Scott,  and  Rose  Reilly,  in  the  two 
north  rooms  in  the  second  story  of  the  main  building.  The 
classes  of  the  third  form  receive  instruction  from  Angeline 
C.  Turner,  and  Keturah  Cole,  in  the  two  middle  rooms  on 
the  north  side  of  the  second  story  of  the  main  building.  The 
classes  of  the  fourth  form  receive  instruction  from  Jane 
Overn,  and  Susan  M.  Statzell,  in  the  south-west,  and  south¬ 
west  middle  rooms  of  the  second  story  of  the  main  building. 
The  classes  of  the  fifth  form  occupy  the  south-east  room  of 
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the  second  story  of  the  main  building,  and  receive  instruction 
in  the  common  English  branches  of  study  from  Mary  Lynch, 
who  keeps  the  records  and  order  of  the  room,  and  from  the 
male  teachers,  in  their  respective  recitation  rooms,  in  Natural 
Science,  Mathematics,  Graphics,  and  Modern  Languages. 
The  classes  of  the  sixth  form  occupy  the  north-east  room  of 
the  first  story  of  the  main  building,  and  receive  instruction 
in  the  common  English  branches  from  George  Stuart,  who 
keeps  the  records  and  order  of  the  room,  and  from  the  other 
male  teachers  in  Natural  Science,  Mathematics,  Graphics, 
and  Modern  Languages.  All  the  classes  of  the  fifth  and 
sixth  forms  are  examined  monthly  by  the  president,  who 
also  gives  instruction  to  the  fourth  class  of  the  sixth  form  in 
Moral  Philosophy,  History,  Political  Economy,  and  Consti¬ 
tutional  Law. 

This  arrangement  of  the  schools  has  increased  the  number 
of  pupils  who  receive  instruction  from  the  male  teachers,  and 
gives  to  those  who  will  be  bound  out  before  they  reach  the 
sixth  form  the  opportunity  to  acquire  some  knowledge  of  the 
higher  branches  before  they  leave  the  college:  The  new 
system  has  now  been  in  operation  some  months,  and  is  work¬ 
ing  satisfactorily. 

A  complete  list  of  the  pupils  is  submitted  herewith,  those 
of  each  form  being  arranged  alphabetically,  with  the  dates 
of  their  birth,  and  admission  to  the  college,  and  the  numbers 
which  indicate  their  relative  grade  both  in  scholarship  and 
conduct.  These  numbers  are  made  up  with  great  care  from 
the  records  of  the  entire  year,  and  the  distribution  of  pre¬ 
miums  on  the  31st  day  of  December  was  in  strict  accordance 
therewith.  All  pupils  whose  school  grade  was  above  7.50 
received  premiums  for  scholarship ;  and  all  whose  merit  roll 
exceeded  8.00  received  premiums  for  good  conduct.  Those 
whose  standing,  either  in  conduct  or  scholarship,  or  in  both, 
was  higher  than  it  was  last  year,  received  premiums  for  im- 
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provemcnt ;  and  those  who,  l>y  diligent  effort,  had  failed  to 
raise  their  grade  of  scholarship  above  that  of  the  preceding 
year,  received  premiums  for  attention  to  study.  It  is  credit¬ 
able,  both  to  the  pupils  and  their  officers,  that  a  greater 
number  of  premiums  were  earned  and  awarded  during  the 
year  18G0  than  during  any  previous  year,  and  that  under  a 
system  of  distribution  which  insures  a  premium  to  every 
pupil  who  will  make  reasonable  effort  to  obtain  it,  only  ten 
failed.  Fifty-six  pupils  received  premiums  for  good  conduct 
and  scholarship ;  fifty-nine,  for  good  conduct  and  improve¬ 
ment  in  scholarship ;  sixteen  for  good  scholarship  and  im¬ 
provement  in  conduct ;  thirty-five  for  improvement  both  in 
scholarship  and  conduct ;  fifty-nine  for  good  conduct  alone ; 
forty-one  for  scholarship  alone ;  eleven  for  improvement  in 
conduct  alone ;  thirty-nine  for  improvement  in  scholarship 
alone;  and  twenty-four  for  attention  to  study;  making  a 
total  of  three  hundred  and  forty  premiums. 

Various  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  during 
the  year  to  the  school  furniture,  which  will  add  both  to  the 
comfort  of  the  pupils  and  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction. 

The  department  of  the  household  presents  but  little 
change  from  the  condition  described  in  the  last  annual 
report.  The  most  important  alteration  has  been  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  Gymnasium,  which  has  been  fitted  up  in  two 
of  the  second-story  rooms  of  the  building  known  as  No.  5. 
One  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  larger  pupils  are  regularly 
instructed  in  gymnastic  exercises  twice  a  week,  or  sixty  each 
day,  in  classes  of  about  thirty.  Much  interest  is  manifested 
by  the  pupils  in  this  kind  of  recreation,  and  great  benefit  has 
already  resulted  from  it.  While  the  Gymnasium  is  a  means 
of  improving  the  health  and  developing  the  physical  strength 
and  activity  of  the  boys,  it  has  already  become  a  salutary 
promoter  of  good  order ;  for,  as  the  exercises  therein  are 
taken  during  the  hours  of  recreation,  the  pupils  aro  more 
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careful  to  avoid  offences  which  will  cause  them  to  be  detained 
in  their  section  rooms  during  those  hours.  This  is  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  obvious  principle  that  the  more  attractive  the 
season  of  recreation  is  made,  the  higher  the  value  which  the 
young  will  place  upon  it. 

Since  the  erection  of  the  new  infirmary,  the  pupils  have 
had  but  one  play-ground,  and  the  intermingling  of  the  large 
and  small  boys  during  hours  of  recreation  in  the  open  air, 
has  become  a  source  of  much  inconvenience.  This  has  been 
recently  remedied  by  an  enlargement  of  the  area  devoted  to 
play,  and  its  division  by  a  substantial  fence  into  two  parts. 
A  part  of  the  line  of  division  is  occupied  by  a  new  ball  alley, 
forty  feet  long  and  twenty  feet  high,  which  has  been  erected 
for  the  use  of  the  boys  in  both  portions  of  the  play-ground. 
A  new  fence  has  also  been  made  to  separate  the  play-ground 
from  the  pasture  and  stable,  and  another  to  separate  it  from 
the  lawn  in  front  of  buildings  Nos.  3  and  4.  The  clay  loam 
has  been  removed  from  the  surface  of  the  new  part  of  the 
play-ground,  and  replaced  with  gravel,  twelve  inches  in  depth. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  improvement  will  make  the  ground  fit 
for  occupancy  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  corps  of  officers  of  the 
schools  or  household  during  the  past  year ;  and  while  all  of 
them  continue  to  discharge  their  duties  with  fidelity  and  zeal, 
every  year  of  service  adds  to  their  experience,  skill,  and 
efficiency. 

The  usual  annual  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the 
college  has  been  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  and  will  accom¬ 
pany  this  report.  It  has  been  the  anxious  effort  of  the 
Board,  by  a  careful  scrutiny,  to  conduct  the  institution  as 
economically  as  possible,  consistently  with  its  character.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  large  sum  of  over  six  thousand  dollars 
has  been  returned  to  the  fund  unexpended,  from  the  appro¬ 
priation  made  for  the  support  of  the  college  during  1860. 
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The  Directors,  in  their  annual  estimate  for  1861,  have  ex¬ 
pressed  a  wish  that  a  portion  of  the  amount  thus  saved  might 
be  re-appropriated  this  year  to  enable  them  to  add  forty 
orphans  to  those  now  supported  within  the  college,  and  thus 
increase  the  total  to  four  hundred  children.  They  do  not 
hesitate  to  believe  that  this  request  will  meet  the  cordial 
approbation  of  Councils. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  the  Directors  cannot  avoid 
renewing  the  hope  earnestly  expressed  in  past  reports, 
that  the  condition  of  the  estate  might  enable  them  at  an 
early  period  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  foundation  to  a 
much  larger  number  than  are  now  supported  by  it.  Inde¬ 
pendent  of  the  express  instructions  of  Mr.  Girard,  that  the 
advantages  of  his  college  should  be  given  to  as  many 
as  possible,  and  the  strong  sympathy  which  all  must 
feel  for  the  class  for  whom  it  is  intended,  there  is  the  addi¬ 
tional  reason  of  substantial  economy  for  this  increase.  The 
entire  machinery  for  a  complicated  institution  has  to  be 
provided,  whether  its  inmates  are  three  hundred  or  six  hun¬ 
dred,  and  the  latter  number  would  not  require  a  material 
increase  in  many  important  expenditures  over  that  demanded 
for  the  former.  Thus,  up  to  a  certain  limit,  every  orphan 
added  would  diminish  the  present  per  capita  cost  of  support¬ 
ing  and  educating  a  child.  The  buildings,  exclusive  of  those 
occupied  by  the  president  and  professors,  are  capable  of 
accommodating  a  larger  number  than  the  present  family,  and 
whenever  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  Councils  will  warrant, 
it  will  afford  the  Directors  great  pleasure  to  co-operate  in 
making  available  to  its  fullest  extent  this  magnificent  bequest 
to  the  poor  and  the  orphan. 

The  Board  have  for  several  years  had  their  attention 
turned  to  the  subject  of  providing  within  the  walls  some 
mechanical  employment  for  the  older  and  larger  pupils,  before 
they  leave  the  institution.  It  will  be  seen  how  important  to 
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their  future  welfare  it  is  that  they  should  be  accustomed,  at 
least  in  some  degree,  to  the  use  of  tools  ami  machinery,  and 
to  the  habits  which  are  needed  in  the  workshop,  before  they 
go  out  to  active  participation  in  the  affairs  of  the  world,  and 
how  much  more  desirable  they  would  be  as  apprentices,  if 
this  preliminary  instruction  could  be  had.  The  subject  is 
attended  with  some  practical  difficulties,  but  the  Board  have 
asked  this  year  for  a  small  appropriation  to  make  the  experi¬ 
ment,  and  as  a  nucleus  around  which  to  build  up  the  more 
thorough  and  complete  system  which  experience  may  dictate. 
This  matter  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  favorable  con¬ 
sideration  of  Councils. 

It  gives  the  Directors  pleasure  to  state  that  a  large 
number  of  those  who  have  left  the  institution  continue  to 
discharge  their  duties  satisfactorily  to  their  masters  and 
creditably  to  the  college,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  letters 
which  are  appended  to  this  report.  In  a  short  time,  the 
young  men  who  are  each  year  leaving  the  college  will 
become  sufficiently  numerous  to  be  recognized  and  felt  in 
this  community.  In  all  that  elevates  labor  and  goes  to 
constitute  the  good  and  useful  citizen,  the  Board  confidently 
anticipate  that  this  portion  of  its  people  will  reflect  credit 
upon  the  memory  of  the  Founder  and  justify  the  great  inte¬ 
rest  which  Councils  and  the  public  have  always  exhibited  in 
the  Trust. 

Appended  to  the  report  will  be  found  a  list  of  apprentices, 
with  the  dates  of  their  birth,  and  the  names,  occupations, 
and  places  of  residences  of  the  masters.  A  list  is  also  given 
of  those  who  have  concluded  their  apprenticeship. 

The  number  of  apprentices  remaining  upon  the  catalogue  of 
those  who  have  been  placed  out  to  learn  a  trade  or  occupation 
was,  at  the  date  of  the  last  report,  one  hundred  and  sixty -six. 
Since  that  period,  the  term  of  apprenticeship  of  thirty-eight 
has  expired,  and  two  have  died.  During  the  year,  thirty- 
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three  orphans  have  been  indentured  to  various  occupations, 
and  the  number  of  apprentices  now  registered,  is  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-nine. 

A  review  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  college  during 
the  past  year  recalls  to  the  Directors  many  incidents  which  are 
pleasing  to  memory,  and  many  causes  of  encouragement  and 
honest  pride.  No  human  institution  is  perfect,  nor  is  any 
human  agent  free  from  liability  to  err.  But  even  mistakes, 
when  such  arc  made,  are  not  altogether  harmful.  They  teach 
wisdom  to  those  who  are  willing  to  learn,  and  prompt  them 
to  greater  vigilance  in  the  future.  Men  often  learn  the  right 
way  by  taking  the  wrong,  and  experience  gathers  some  of 
her  richest  treasures  in  the  byways  of  error. 

In  the  kindly  and  contented  spirit  which  prevails  among 
the  orphans,  in  the  preservation  of  order  and  sound  discipline, 
and  in  the  successful  culture  of  their  minds  and  morals,  it  is 
believed  that  Councils  will  find  much  to  approve ;  while  in 
the  protection  of  the  health  and  lives  of  the  children,  and  in 
the  multiplied  blessings  which  have  crowned  the  Institution 
and  given  success  to  its  efforts,  they  will  perceive  abundant 
cause  of  gratitude  to  that  Benificent  Being  who  has  promised 
to  be  a  Father  to  the  fatherless.
